The captain affairs 
doubtless weak economics that would flunk 
sophomore examination, but knows how 
make the thing the professor talks about. The col- 
lege ought set practical relations with the 
world, not for the world’s sake but for its own.”

THE IMPULSE HELP.—The usefulness 
young teachers sometimes impaired habit 
unreflecting response prompting their na- 
tures indispensable qualification for the teach- 
ing profession—the impulse help. Ideal results 
with pupils are impossible where the teacher allows 
this impulse unrestricted play. Success teach- 
ing measured the extent which pupils learn. 
Many things are best learned doing, and can 
mastered other way. Teachers must withhold 
assistance where assistance would superfluous 
injurious. They must not take upon themselves the 
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execution tasks properly set for the pupil—tasks 
whose performance indispensable the process 
learning. 

course rule only younger teachers 
who have not discovered for themselves the futil- 
ity and inexpediency taking the pupil’s work out 
his hands and thereby robbing him oppor- 
tunity. Here and there, however, are older teach- 
ers who from the best motives pursue practice 
equally deleterious—that challenging every slip 
recital and marking all the errors every 
written exercise. Tact must used avoid con- 
fusing and discouraging pupils and spur them 
their best endeavors. The hill learning 
steep ascent, climbed little little. 
not expected that those near the bottom will mount 
single bound the top. 

Imagine illustrative example: juvenile stu- 
dent English making early attempt ex- 
pression. has undertaken write story about 
his dog. When brings the achievement his 
teacher, she makes serious mistake she goes 
the pains marking every word the composition 
that incorrectly spelled. may that the 
little fellow budding genius, with vocabulary 
beyond his years, though yet neophyte ortho- 
graphy. There may words his composition 
correctly used but incorrectly spelled—words not 
the lessons assigned his grade, which will not 
reached, far spelling concerned, till 
and his class-mates have taken the work 
succeeding year. wise for the teacher ex- 
pend time and labor indicating imperfections 
the object view were the demonstration 
her own knowledge English spelling? The ob- 
ject view merely the educational advancement 
“Little Willie”. 

Clearly the logical and right procedure mark 
only those misspelled words which belong the 
vocabulary assigned little Willie’s grade, and let 
the rest await “the fullness time”. Little Willie 
will learn doing. The process will slow, per- 
haps, but sure. would retarded his educa- 
tional career always under the guidance teach- 
ers who have not trained themselves restrict with- 
judicious limits the exercise their benevolent 
impulse help. 


WHY NOT SPEAK ENGLISH? George 
Moore, the Irish novelist, said rank highest, 
least very near the top, among contemporary 
users pure English. letter the London 
Times protests against the practice employ- 
ing French words English speech when there 
are English words which well better convey 
the meaning. Here part what says: 

“We should preserve our language from adultera- 
tion, and check the word ‘resume’, when comes 
the end the pen, writing ‘summary’ instead. 
should write ‘inclination’ instead ‘penchant’, 
and ‘instinct’ ‘intuition’ instead ‘flair’.” 

great many people are likely agree with him 
far these substitutions are concerned, and also 
others, including particularly the word “in- 
trigue” employed verb, which observes: 

“The word ‘intrigue’ employed verb, has 
come into fashion within the last ten years, and no- 
body can resist the charm this French construc- 
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tion; has become sort fetish, sacred ape, 
worshiped for itself alone. ‘Puzzled’ ‘inveigled’ 
would supply the same but interviewer 
coming inquire from writer what new book 
about give the public begins, ‘Your writings, 
sir, have always intrigued me,’ and the conversa- 
tion does not last three minutes before again 
comes out with the accursed verb. fact, every- 
body who can write seems flourish ‘intrigue’ 

Beyond question, people who dislike iteration 
have been “intrigued” the point desperation 
since the vogue which Mr. Moore considers ob- 
jectionable began, and even the tiresome vocable 
were standard English, “intrigue” should allowed 
rest. 

Continuing his criticism, Mr. Moore remarks: 

“But late years any French word, however 
ble and ridiculous, supplants the English equiva- 
lent. ‘Menu’, word without design sonority, 
used instead the pretty English phrase ‘bill 
fare’, and man woman speaks writes 
‘bodice’, but ‘corsage’.” 

Being “mere man”, Mr. Moore may assum- 
ing too much regarding “bodice” and “corsage” 
meaning always exactly the same thing. How- 
ever, since fashions are set Paris, ex- 
pected that French words for garments shall 
heard the world large; and long French 
cookery delights other nations, hotel-keepers will 
likely put French words upon bills fare. 

Where there selling value the use 
French words, the practice will antagonized 
vain. Room remains, however, for hope that 
far the challenge from Mr. Moore relates usage 
the field literature, may exert some influ- 
ence favor nicer discrimination. Surely 
“patched and piebald dialect” thing for avoid- 
ance all who aim felicity the use lan- 


guage. 


FOR THE CLASS ENGLISH.—A Chicago 
newspaper, publishing what purports the re- 
port address well-known college presi- 
dent, makes him say: 

“After the great Greek’s time, the world forgot 
what had learned, and started again where Aris- 
totle had left off about three hundred years ago.”

The study 
poetry would cultivate the imagination and develop latent 
literary ability. would powerfully mould the plasticity 
youth and woo the ultimate contemplation 
beauty whatever form. would insist mental re- 
finement and create loathing for all moral ugliness and 
depravity. But the study beautiful verse would far 
more than this; for would preponderant aid 
determining philosophy life that would endure through 
all the wear and tear years.

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Correlation Science Studies High Schools 


Rev. Joseph Kelly, Ph.D. 


REFER here only the laboratory 

most high schools variety subjects loose- 
aggregated under the general name “science.” 
They differ much among themselves purpose 
and method, that they should referred least 
two widely different categories. There are those 
whose purpose and method are purely information- 
al, subjects about which well enough that every 
intelligent man should somewhat informed. Phy- 
sical geography, astronomy, geology, mostly 
taught, all belong this category, and are not in- 
cluded the college demand for scientific training. 
They are necessary and exceedingly helpful sub- 
jects, but the very nature things cannot 
handled high schools, other than purely infor- 
mational subjects. such, they contain scien- 
tific training whatever, and such claim should not 
made for them. the category fundamental 
laboratory sciences are included, chemistry, physics, 
botany and zoology. The principles derived from 
these are applied the informational subjects re- 
ferred above. far these four fundamental 
subjects are studied without the laboratory, they 
are transferred the informational series and have 
value scientific training. wish this point 
take issue with the too prevalent statement that 
the purpose scientific training teach the 
methods the laboratory. The true purpose seems 
have been persistently misunderstood. Facts and 
methods are more science, than words and gram- 
mar are literature. Science, concerning itself with 
facts their relation, resulting formula, cul- 
tivates the scientific temper. The student litera- 
ture, ancient modern, brought into the region 
feeling, what known “appreciation,” and 
his ultimate purpose may broadly called 
aesthetic. reads himself into his material and 
decides what best thought. The student 
science endeavors keep himself out his ma- 
terial, eliminate the relate 
his facts include nothing himself. Per- 
sonal injection the one hand, personal 
elimination the other represent the ultimate dif- 
ference the two cases, and two more comple- 
mentary kinds training could not imagined. 
This may suggest the educational purpose science 
not analysis merely, but through analysis 
reach synthesis, which shall contain nothing 
one’s self. evident that personal contact with 
the facts essential such training, and that 
purely informational work holds more relation 
than the old text-books about literary peo- 
ple and the titles their works training litera- 
ture. 

the outset would say that the proper sequence 
the informational science studies has doubtless 
given much trouble, but they hold certain definite 
relation the laboratory sciences. Naturally, 
geology taught, should follow the four funda- 
mentals, much them may presented 
the course. Astronomy certainly holds definite 
relation whatever mathematics and physics 
may taught. personal judgment that the 


less such subjects high school the better; 
but willing recognize the force general 
demand. The time limited enough best, 
which good work the fundamentals edu- 
cation, without trying inject into our schemes 
study incoherent mass odds and 

Taking the real laboratory sciences therefore, 
chemistry, physics, botany and zoology, not 
all necessary that any high school present all 
them its courses. perhaps unwise for many 
the schools attempt laboratory equipment 
sufficient for all these subjects. would usually 
result such meager equipment, that the real pur- 
pose the work would danger being sacri- 
ficed. Where school can afford it, all four labora- 
tories should represented, but they should 
open election. compel any student take 
work all these laboratories much 
educational fallacy permit him enter none 
them. 

the scientific attitude mind large pur- 
pose, aside from information, then but two labora- 
tories are necessary, namely, physical laboratory 
for chemistry physics, and biological laboratory 
for botany and nothing less than year 
each them should count. school that can 
afford nothing more should attempt nothing more. 
can afford three laboratories, then, let the third 
brought about subdividing the physical lab- 
oratory into its constituent elements, physics and 
chemistry, and retain but one biological laboratory, 
which shall devoted either botany zoology. 
mind, the correlation subjects simple 
enough. start from the proposition that labora- 
tory science taught, and taught with 
its real purpose view. considering the field 
scientific subjects, find but four that seem 
fundamental and capable proper laboratory treat- 
ment high schools. Upon examining these four 
discover that they are naturally thrown into two 
groups, that differ from each other the nature 
the material, the problems presented, the method 
work, the certainty conclusions. One set 
the very embodiment the other less 
exact but calls for larger powers interpretation. 
the largest sense, one measures, the other 
observes; one deals with matter, the other with 
life manifests itself matter. While both 
have much common, each has its special effect 
the mind the student. These two effects 
therefore, represent the result the last 
analysis the educative work the laboratory 
sciences. means that but two them are abso- 
lutely necessary, but that these two must have con- 
tact sufficient produce sensible result. means 
that one two more are added, way 
cumulative effect rather than specific effect. This 
makes the minimum two years, one devoted 
physical science and one biological science. The 
sequence these two subjects naturally the next 
point consider. find the usual custom 


introduce the biological subject subjects early 
the course, and defer the physical sciences 
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the later years. plants and animals are simply 
which has been likened chasing wood-chuck in- 
his hole, there nothing but the hole show 
for the work; if, what far better, they are 
studied simply forms, facts which are ob- 
tained post mortem examination, then grant 
that the biological sciences hold relation the 
physical, and can put wherever happens 
the most convenient. Such, however, not the con- 
ception present the proper study plants and 
animals, They are living things, and any contact 
with them which leaves out view the processes 
living worse than the play Hamlet with Ham- 
let left out. They are not merely living things with 
multifarious internal physical and 
cesses, but they hold definite relations heat, light, 
gravity, etc., well the chemical compounds, 
their environment. have even elementary 
appreciation plants animals their life activi- 
ties, one must bring the study least some ele- 
mentary conception the general principles 
chemistry and physics, such conception both 

can obtained from year’s study either. 
there any natural sequence, therefore, between 
the physical and sciences, certainly 
one that places the study matter and its laws 
first, and afterwards the study life manifests 
itself matter. should certainly place the bio- 
logical subjects late the course, provided suitable 
primary work has been done. this has not been 
done, then the biology the high school begins 
upon plane that have not taken into considera- 
tion, for “nature study” should form part the 
primary course. 


case both chemistry and physics are taught, 
take that the much discussed question their 
sequence has been settled matter conven- 
ience rather than logic. Logically, physics should 
precede chemistry; but practically demands 
much mathematics, that the reverse sequence 
common one. not regard this, however, 
matter large importance when compared with the 
sequence the biological and physical sciences. 
The same kind discussion might taken con- 
cerning botany and zoology case both are 
taught without any such logic the situation, 
true, but fully unessential. 


conception well- -equipped high school 
which the sciences are presented strictly co- 
herent and purposeful way, one which the four 
laboratories are represented, each equipped for two 
work; which each student required 
take least two years science, one which must 
physical, the other biological science; 
which student any laboratory can have the op- 
portunity second year the same 
which physics shall placed the beginning 
the course, and the other three introduced after- 
wards either sequence two them simul- 
taneously.

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TALKS WITH GRADE TEACHERS 
Sister Mary Louise Cuff, Ph.D. 
First Grade 

November the first grade children have learned 
correct few the ordinary mistakes com- 
mon their language. Suggestions for methods 
these exercises have been given our earlier talks. 
The teacher should always bear mind that the 
item paramount importance secure the con- 
fidence the child. great fault the 
child continue using the incorrect form instead 
the correct one, which has been taught him. 
There are several reasons for the existence this 
condition. Home influence, playground environ- 
ment, etc. item which far less desirable 
want confidence the teacher—a knowledge 
that she not friend, but BOSS giving out fear 
instead love. Let the teacher secure the love 
the child, and the child becomes her willing slave. 
Some children are fearful approaching the teach- 
er, not much because they are timid back- 
ward, but because they feel that the teacher some 
wonderful person that knows everything, one who 
not sympathy with children, one who ready 
make correction every time word spoken. 
These little people are quick judge teacher from 
her very attitude. The teacher therefore should 
cultivate attitude that will attract the children. 
the time the third month reached this 
first year the child’s school life, should feel 
perfectly home the school room; should 
regard his teacher one his best friends 
whom Mother intrusts him for the day that may 
“learn things.” the child imbued with the de- 
sire “learn things”, then willing cor- 
rected errors occur, but lest fearful 
making mistakes, let understood that public 
corrections are only due when the child fails re- 
member the correct forms that have been practiced, 
mastered, and placed the board under the “habit 
plane”. When this stage has been reached, all the 
little people should enlisted “drive” 
watch for errors. The surest way secure the 
correct form teach one correct expressions 
time, and continue teaching till there rea- 
sonable surety that has become part the 
speech these little people. Let the rollcall 
answered sentence using the correct form 
error common the children’s speech. The 
teacher can invent any number plays requiring 
the use this expression. After reasonable time 
and much practice have been given the correction 
faulty expression, and the error still remains 
the speech the children, then other remedies 
should employed. suggest the building 
hospital for sick children. The picture the 
institution might drawn the blackboard. The 
building should contain number rooms which 
are named necessity requires. For exam- 
ple, the “seen” room where children sick the 
“seen” disease would have placed. the 
little people are discovered saying, seen,” instead 
the correct, saw” which had been placed 
the “habit plane” their name should listed under 
seen patients” one side the hospital build- 
ing. Other expressions found the “habit plane,” 
such as, “It I,” “It was I,” “It wasn’t when 
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their incorrect forms are used any child, that 
child should occupy the “Isn’t me” room, “It was 
“It wasn’t me” The children, 
course, should not responsible for incorrect ex- 
pressions speech unless the correct form has been 
drilled upon and placed the “habit plane.” The 
teacher should not place expressions this plane 
until all the children are willing agree that they 
have the correct forms learned, and will never again 
use the incorrect ones. they are willing 
this, then they will willing the 
when they are sick. 


Instead hospital, the teacher may build re- 
pair shop where all injured children for RE- 
PAIRS; she may plant language garden where 
the sick children would known weeds, and 
the garden would have weeded often the 
weeds appear. 


And now arises the question when the 
treatments should given the hospital; when 
the repairs are made the repair shop; when 
the weeds are weeded from the garden. 


Teachers should careful that the school room 
not regarded the children “jail.” the 
children are make progress their school work, 
imperative that they love the school; love 
school; love the room where they are 
study for the day; love the teacher; love the com- 
panions with whom they are associate. These 
some the “things learn,” and the wise teacher 
will find easy way for these children acquire 
this love all that pertains their 
teacher may keep child, any number child- 
dren, after school hours take hospital treat- 
ment, for repairs the shop, weed their 
language garden, provided these children love 
with the teacher, love have her 
nurse; love have her make “repairs”; love 
have her help them weed their language garden. 
But the teacher perceive that these children are 
anxious leave the building soon the school 
hours are over, then she should make attempt 
detain them, for such act would only serve 
make the children dislike the school, and also 
like the teacher. would preferable for the 
children without the extra help than have 
these conditions exist. 


suggest that there extra period during 
the school hours for sick children take their 
treatments the hospital, repair shop, for the 
weeding their language garden. While these sick 
children are being treated, the other children the 
class might allowed draw pictures the 
board, some such desirable work, but they should 
never allowed outside sports the playground, 
for not right deprive the “sick” children 
these exercises the open air, and, too, even these 
little people would resent being deprived their 
play. the suggestions the method con- 
ducting this campaign against incorrect expressions 
are carried out carefully, there will very few, 
any “sick” children, and short period for their 
treatments during the school hours will prove 
the very best method. Three successful treatments 
for any one disease should sufficient for the dis- 
charge patient from the hospital; three at- 
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tempts “repairs”, three weedings from the gar- 
der should release the sick people. 

Another question may arise here: Supposing the 
same child has return the hospital for treat- 
ments for the same disease before, what then? 
this case suggest that said child placed 
private room the hospital and treatments admin- 
istered special nurse. Now, since the teacher 
the nurse, she cannot that special nursing dur- 
ing the school hours, for she already has extra 
period for sick children her program; therefore 
the child who gets the relapse should treated 
after school hours, whether the child the hos- 
pital, the “repair” shop, the language garden. 

Another item which might help this method: 
Children who have take private rooms the hos- 
pital should pay for same. suggest that after 
each treatment, the child pay his special nurse for 
her One penny might the uniform 
charge, unless the nurse wishes charge five cents. 
And what shall with the money? Let’s hope 
there’ll not any great amount, but whatever the 
sum, can disposed more ways than one. 
Let the children make the suggestions. Watch them 
think; listen them tell how should used. 
Are they inclined help others? This can form 
very valuable lesson for their language period. Good 
food for their oral work composition.

children this age the correct forms their ex- 
pressions, ask when the work should begin. 
Some think this too hard for children the first 
grade. But these children are going school

The Duke Wellington tells 
“habit ten times nature.” child has been 
allowed say, “It’s me,” for four years, and has 
never been told that the RIGHT WAY is, “It’s I,” 
then certainly easier; and the child finds 
much easier say, “It’s me.” But would any 
harder for him say, “It’s I,” had been taught 
this form? 

Teachers will find that children from some homes 
use the correct forms their little expressions, 
and this for the reason that their parents taught 
them carefully from babyhood. such cases the 
correct forms are the easier and the more natural 
for these children. “Habit ten times nature.” 

The teacher should encourage the children “to 
learn things” the very best way. she has suc- 
ceeded making them her “willing they 
are going strive acquire the correct forms 
upon which she has been working, please her 
for other reason, and they will the alert 
for the incorrect expressions others, telling teach- 
that “Mary has weed her language garden,” 
“John has the shop for repairs,” 
“Catherine should taken the SEEN room 
the hospital.” These sick children will have 
hard feeling against the child who “caught” them 


the desire for the use correct language has 
been rightly rooted. the teacher has secured the 
public opinion the school, then her task teach- 
ing correct expression thought these young 
children becomes very pleasant one, and rapid

Other children the class who have birds 
home, may give their little oral compositions. They 
may also encouraged tell stories about the 
birds that have gone South the approach 
Winter.

After 
several such oral exercises, the children will 
capable telling their little stories the three- 
sentence form, and they will understand that they 
may tell only one thing time about the differ- 
ent subjects, birds, squirrels, grass, whatever 
they are talking about. This hinting the 
word, “subject” but this form will not treated 
the second grade. connection with “subject” 
will treat “predicate” the third grade. But the 
writer does not consider these terms too difficult 
for even first grade children. child that’s been 
talking for four years can pronounce more difficult 
words than these terms “subject” and “predi- 
cate,” and easy teach them the meaning 
these terms teach them the meaning 
the term “hospital”, for this word even more dif- 
ficult for them pronounce than the words, “sub- 
ject”, and “predicate.” child much younger than 
six can tell you that his mother the hospital. 
and the child knows the meaning the term. 
knows place for sick people. The tiny girl 
wants send her torn doll the hospital 
mended.

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child any group and ask, “What the sub- 
ject your conversation? And the child will return 
you and say, “They are talking marbles.” 
And all the little hands will up, each child ready 
tell you, “Marbles the subject their conver- 
sation.” The children should allowed live 
their own lives, and learn language their own 
actual situations. will not take many days for 
these children understand this big word, 
VERSATION.” Try it, and see how quickly, how 
intelligently they will act. They will delighted 
put that word CONVERSATION 
vocabulary, They will understand that whatever 
they are talking about the subject their con- 
versation. that’s thoroughly learned and 
perfectly understood, teach them the meaning the 
word, “predicate.” The way clear and easy. Ask 
Mary tell you something about her doll. 
get some such answer this: “My doll has curly 
ask the children what Mary was talk- 
ing about, and they will immediately answer: “She 
was talking about her doll.” Then, ask, “What 
the subject her conversation?” And they will not 
hesitate the answer, “Doll.” “What did Mary 
say about her doll?” All will able tell you 
that Mary said her doll had curly hair. Then teach 
them that whatever said the “subject” called 
the “predicate.” These children will able give 
you any number sentences, and name the subject 
and the predicate each them. 

Some writers place the teaching “subject” and 
“predicate” high the sixth grade. They cer- 
tainly underrate the intelligence the 
child. our method place this the third 
grade, but hesitate not assert that could 
taught much earlier. 

come back the results our observation 
walks, wish emphasize the fact that these 
exercises are very important this early stage 
the child’s education, Their primary object 
teach the children cultivate their powers ob- 
servation. Two high school students may take 
two mile walk, and upon their return the school, 
one may have noticed many ten objects 
each which may able talk for five min- 
utes. His companion may not have observed any- 
thing, except, perhaps, car two which passed 
them the way. This student’s powers obser- 
vation had not been trained his earlier years. The 
walk may not have been for the purpose observa- 
tion—just leisurely stroll, but even though con- 
versing, the first was able perceive the hap- 
penings the way. the children are trained 
their early years use their eyes study nature 
and observe nature’s ways, they will not have 
agonize over the choosing subject for compo- 
sition, 

Now, these little ones the second grade have 
returned from their observation walk, and are ready 
enumerate all they observed the way, and 
give three-sentence story the birds, the trees, 
the grass, the squirrels, etc. Supposing child 
gives such oral composition this: saw 
beautiful gray squirrel. had nut his mouth. 
saw little bird look him.” Children will 


this. They will talk about more than one thing. 
They may have been taught, should have been 


taught the first grade, that they may tell about 
one thing only, and when they finish telling about 
that one thing, then they may tell about another. 
This child excited about the trip, and wants 
tell about everything saw. When his attention 
called the fact that talked about squirrel 
and bird the same story, will able 
correct the trouble himself, and should al- 
lowed tell the story again, and not have others 
for him, unless himself unable so. 
will know that his first and second sentences 
are correct, but that the third sentence should have 
told something else about the squirrel, and not 
about bird. Now, his story, oral composition 
will appear like this: 


saw beautiful gray squirrel. 
had nut his mouth. 
was feeding baby squirrel. 


Then, might allowed tell about the bird 
saw, some other child might tell the bird 
story. These children know that each little story 
oral composition should about one thing only. 
Now, have another word put their vo- 
cabulary. The word, “unity.” This word that 
children the upper grades have trouble with. 
What small word is, and how easily understood 
these children the second grade. soon 
the class hears child tell about two things the 
same composition, hands up, and the children 
can trained give this criticism, 
unity.” one lesson period child can get the 
meaning “unity”, and the teacher permitting the 
children work their own actual situations, can 
accomplish much with these little people. have 
child the second grade give the criticism, “want 
would astonish some Educators. Why 
should they astonished? These three small words 
are simple, and the child giving the criticism in- 
telligently. trained talk about one thing, and 
one thing only, their little stories, oral com- 
positions, any child can perceive when another child 
will bring two different things the same story. 
easy for him offer the criticism, “There 
want UNITY John’s story.” The child who 
offers this criticism knows what means, and 
will tell you that John started tell about his dog, 
and before finished telling about the dog, be- 
gan telling about his pony. There’s nothing diffi- 
cult all this. Perhaps, these astonished Educators 
will say, “When were children were not 
taught this way.” This may true, but when they 
were children they did not know much the 
children today. The children those days 
obeyed the parents; today, the parents obey the 
children, and they are little masters and mis- 
tresses the home, and they are wise their in- 
fant years. child six today knows more world- 
lore than child twelve knew twenty-five years 
ago. Generations change they roll down the 
ages, and education keeps apace. Primary grade 
children are more knowing than they why not 
turn their wisdom into the book channel and keep 
them busy with that they will have time 
loiter the mire things foreign, things that 
should foreign children. Educators will warn 
not burden the minds little children; but 
their minds are going burdened. The little 
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people want busy. They are always busy, 
very busy. The wise teacher will clarify the Ave- 
nue Education, and keep the children busy figur- 
ing it. 

Education making strides, and rapid ones. 
not many years ago that the multitude high 
school graduates did not think college educa- 
tion. Now nine-tenths them tread college halls. 
One reason for this that they finish the high 
school course some three years earlier than those 
decade ago; another that college education 
the’ pass word the circle “those who know.” 
recent ten years ago, high school teachers 
holding the degree Bachelor Arts, considered 
themselves prepared for life. Now, they hesitate 
allude anything academic. Hence that 
the early years the child’s school life, must 
learn things worth while. 

The writer does not believe rushing the chil- 
dren, nor burdening their young minds with com- 
plications. But neglect teach language the 
primary grades permit years practice in- 
correct forms and the launching students into the 
high school without any knowledge English.

Poetry was slowly but very per- 
ceptibly becoming thing awe, freighted with storied 
meaning.” were beginning look beyond the page 
the entrancing loveliness land and sea and sky; 
feel the great heaving heart humanity vibrant with 
uncounted aspirations; see, with the mystic Blake, 
“Heaven wild flower and God grain sand.” 
Prepossessions, checking and tabulation had now flown 
the winds for soul-growth was evident eye, and, ear, 
and voice; and soul-growth such thrilling thing that 
beside nothing all the wide world matters. for 
the power saturate young lives with all the visioned 
loveliness the muse, spiritual, caressing, unforgettable, 
and woven from the finest fabric the warp and woof 
life; that imaged beauty whose message bathed the 
light setting suns can rise skiey heights that nothing 
else with unsustaining wings can reach. 

But where does all this lead to? this, that SOME- 
THING, whatever is, that tantalizingly erratic 
with our methods teaching English our children. 
And mean well; Prosaically are lacking; poetic- 
ally infinitely so. Because our efforts accomplish 
the hackwork; cannot see the wood for trees. Our 
English outlines are liberal, and our time very lim- 
ited that the cultural element must inevitably give way 
the book report. And poetry—when does find place 
the recitations—too often degenerates into study 
bone rules; rime, feet, etc., for the finals are based 
these.- And this notwithstanding all the concentrated in- 
tellectual. pleasure that the poets have for the asking. 
Alas, for those who never sing! says Holmes. The 
thought elastic. Alas, for those who never grow poetic! 
And. why should there any discrimination against the 
poets? They are professional dreamers, and dreamers are 
the architects the world; for great deeds must ever 
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the offspring great dreams. The man, who pre- 
dilection chose make the nation’s songs preference 
the nation’s laws knew whereof chose; for who 
fashions the song has the sublime power set quivering 
every chord the human soul, and make thrill with 
hope, and high endeavor; when the long arm the law 
hangs helpless and inert. And why? Because the burden 
the beautiful song the gleaming gold dust man’s 
ideal self. Poetry religion, and therefore the very 
sublimation majestic thought, fingering will the 
strings our finest emotions, and making them articulate 
symphony rhythmic beauty. 

know all this, and yet possible that and 
fellow teachers, day after day, and year after year, our 
chiseling human destiny forget the enduring ethical 
strength that must come from intimate friendship with 
the great poets the nation and intimate knowledge 
their beautiful poetry. Who does not know the story 
the desperado, who—waiting consummate atrocious 
deed—happened wishful, little poem, had learned 
lad his mother’s knee, with the result that there 
was one less crime for history record; for the would- 
criminal crept back into the sheltering darkness, 
prey new and chastening memories, their cadence sweet 
lullabies childhood the dream days long ago. The 
little poem had done moment, what the law had been 
powerless effect years. And bit thoughtful 
verse, reminiscent “the dear dead days beyond recall,” 
because its cherished associations could move the heart 
perverted; then what the cumulative effect such 
verse, and its multiplied memories? Nor should the in- 
tellectual side the poetic page less esteemed because 
idealized, wrought artistically and set ever 
shifting background rosy dawns, crimson sunsets, and 
silvery midnight skies. 

unfortunate but has grown with most us; 
this feeling that poetry for the most part bad business 
—just compound sentiment, illusion and romantic 
nonsense. But no, nebulous substances such these are 
far removed from genuinity and accessories why should 
there any objection? Why: 


“The world all fleeting show 
For man’s illusion given. 


There’s nothing true but heaven.” 

Illusion! There’s nothing true but heaven. And senti- 
ment? had more healthy sentiment, should 
have less weepy sentimentality. for romanticism Canon 
Sheehan, the inimitable philosopher Doneraile, tells 
that, “Romanticism the end, the source and secret all 
the regenerative processes that have saved the souls 
nations from extinction.” Regeneration brave, bold 
word, but the word, that best expresses the spiritual 
transfiguration that the religious teacher would effect 
the soul every child within her keeping. And what 
wondrous harvest there garnered in; what glorious 
impulses await the magic touch! belle jeunesse, beau- 
tiful youth! How best endow these young hearts with 
germ spiritual strength that will grow with their 
years, and abide, when all the geese have become swans 
and rose-colored spectacles have lost their transforming 
gift. Religion the only anchor that can grip the young 
heart, hot restless, and keep its moorings. But 
poetry religion, for every great poem has soul, 
whose imaged depths enshrined the Author all re- 
ligion, the one and only perfect Beauty—God. 


Given love for such literature, cultivated school- 
hood days, and dare hope that grown-up years 
book verses underneath bough” will suffi- 
ciently appealing give sheer pleasure, even lacking the 
other accessories (the loaf bread, the jug wine and 
thou) Omar. 

glance over the personnel classes any hour 
the day, and the thought that invariably comes me; 
rather the thought that ever abides finds part expression 
the lines: 

“O, little feet that such long years 

Must wander through hopes and fears; 

Must ache and bleed beneath your load, 
nearer the wayside inn, 
Where toil shall cease and rest begin, 
weary thinking your road.” 


Education one sense the term exceedingly 
complex process; but when all the trappings the term 
have been laid away, what really education? The only 
brand worth having that which places within reach 
the open sesame true goodness and therefore true 
happiness. Many the children who throng our schools 
come from homes, blessed with that, which assures them 
all the wondrous possibilities that can result from liberal 
education. But what the others, the mutlitude, they 
whose schooling all too often terminates the callow 
stage? What magic talisman shall place their un- 
tutored hands, that will make them tenacious ideals 
where goodness and happiness often cost 
fearful price? Can mould their young hearts, while 
they are with us, and train their young eyes; that when

the friendship cool woods, green fields and blue skies 
“walled round with gentle winds” that smile all sorrow 
from the brow care. 

Simple rimes taught the kindergarten will put rhythm 
into wee bodies, and light and laughter into dawning eyes. 
Thus through the school years predetermined 
selection beautiful poetry, sincerely taught and with 
definite, psychological purpose will provide wholesome 
stimulation for developing minds and moral ballast for 
restive, reaching feet. The years adolescence, all 
teachers know, are treacherous ones—those primrose 
years; 

“When all the world young, lad, 
And all the trees are green, 
And every goose swan, lad, 
And every lass queen.” 


This the period, into whose texture should woven 
the very aristocracy poetic endeavor; order strike 
home the lessons that stabilize—steadfastness, depend- 
ability, consecration high ideals and unsullied family 
traditions. This achieved, what more Romance, 
nuances, sentiment, illusion—what it—we need them all; 
for without them life would be, for the majority, well- 
nigh intolerable through the very revelation the other 
half us, our own unlovely selves. 

Therefore, would plead that our English recitations 
articulate more and more the literature that beautifies 
and embellishes, because its wondrous possibilities for 
mental refinement; especially these our days, when ab- 
solute culture lies gasping under the dead weight ma- 
terialized, socialized, and commercialized studies. 

Vacations have establishing function that nothing 
else possesses, and our vacation with the poetically elite 
was exception. With them frolicked the green 
meadows, and culled the wild flowers our will; sat 
the river’s edge and listened the storied language 
the waters. the quiescent deeps 
the forest, where silence surged through trees ancient 
the world; walked the multitudinous city and 
read soul-secrets the lights and shadows the faces 
men. climbed the arches the sky and joined 
our voices the matin song the stars. And stood 
out under the measureless sweep midnight hushed 
the garments Divinity swept majestically 

Yes, let have more poetry our schools; for that 
will mean more idealism, more inspiration the lives 
all us. when the daily grind grows cruelly tense, 
and threatens gnaw into the very last atom our 
good humor, teachers could grow blessedly romantic, 
and hie off for wee space the slopes Parnassus, 
what sacrament mercy that would be! bit 
romance and bit poetry carry far the road 
happiness; for: “Poetry has the power ease the burdens 
the world and make undying music it.”

The Primary School (Age 8-12)—The Story Cycle 
this cycle have two projects, the one growing out 

the other. The co-operative one make and 
equip model sanctuary. The individual one plan 
and produce personal mass-book the same lines 
the homemade Catechism. During the past three years 
have examined some beautiful souvenir-books the 
Mass made children this stage. They will cher- 
ished mementoes happy activity the after-school 
years. The Maas-book was inspired the homemade 
Catechisms. have already described that detail. 
need not dwell again. 

Our co-operative project began diligent search 
through catalogues for illustrations altars, altar furni- 
ture and sanctuary fittings. class scrap-book was used 
file the result. Several visits were made the Church, 
and object-lessons were conducted the altar. 
divided the class into committees and called for designs 
for our altar. Several groups worked 
models. The design accepted. The boys are set 
make the altar and fixtures. The girls are make the 
vestments, altar linen and sanctuary When 
the altar was drying after its first coat paint and the 
linen was ready for laundry, someone suggested that 
have priest. “Father Richard” arrived the next morning. 
Work for another group began dressing Father with 
Roman collar, cassock and biretta. His arrival caused 
big rumpus, however. The vestments did not fit. They 
had remodeled, because unless they came “off and 
on,” what use were they? Later the vesting “Father 
Richard” was looked upon “the better part.” The result 
all that have model altar, model sanctuary 
with altar rail and carpeted floor, and model priest. 

Accompanying the modelmaking are instructions the 
different parts. our text-book have several dia- 
grams which the pupils have enlarged and made into 
charts. One diagram represents the Mass climbing 
the hill Calvary. the summit the Consecration, 
and then descending the Last Gospel. The child moves 
step step the hill explaining goes. The pupils 
are encouraged search for pictures the various parts 
and paste them into their homemade mass-books. The 
mass-books, the homespun Catechisms, are filled with 
appropriate personal comments and are revelations 
private devotion and meditation. The diagrams open 
many exercises, pupil asked name all the 
steps from the Introit Offertory; locate the Memento 
for the Living; point out variable parts the Mass. 

use the model many ways. divide the class 
into groups: prepares the altar, cruets, candles and 
flowers; vests the priest; act servers; take all 
the parts from opening Psalm Offertory; from Of- 
fertory Sanctus; from Sanctus Pater Noster, and 
from Pater Noster the end. 

The priest moved back and forth according the 
actions the Mass, and whoever moves him explains 
the class the part the Mass, its significance and any 
story that may appropriate. 

Another exercise use the model for object les- 
son how hear Mass. Chapter (pp. 90-96) 
“The Sacrifice the Mass” supplies sufficient matter for 
the lesson. divide the Mass into four parts according 
the four Adoration, Thanksgiving, Reparation 
and Petition. stress the necessity fulfilling these 
four duties God during the Mass and appeal the 
pupils make their own acts Adoration, etc., and 
record them their books. ask all copy the fol- 
lowing verse, which will easy way remembering 
the four duties: 

“Adore till the Gospel, 

Give thanks the bell; 

Till the Communion ask pardon, 
Then all your wants tell.” 

our text-book—“The Sacrifice the Mass”—we em- 
phasize the fact that the congregation are co-offerers with 
the priest. “Pray brethren that sacrifice which also 
yours may acceptable God”—is the petition the 
Church through the priest the “Orate Fratres.” Union 
with the priest, especially the Offertory, when 
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put myself also the paten. wish offered with 
Jesus, the hands the priest..... will never more 
grumble about anything.

the upper classes stage have attempted 
something more. The girls take charge the altar. 
use large table with small box tabernacle. From 
the local sacristan borrow the altar linen and vest- 
ments. The exercise begins with the preparation the 
altar and the laying out the vestments. One the 
boys acts the priest. vests fully. then begins 
the Mass and reading from prayerbook the opening 
Psalm, the servers answer. moves from place place 
the altar, directed pupil the class. Right through 
the class the different parts are circulated. The explana- 
tion kept close contact with the action, and as- 
sociation link formed the child’s mind which will 
not easily severed. have found this splendid 
training ground for the Mass servers. Another appren- 
ticeship for Mass servers work some churches. 
The boys (8-12 years) who wish learn serve Mass 
are asked get cassock and surplice. Two seats are pro- 
vided for them the Sanctuary. Five minutes before the 
Mass done they march out two two, genuflect and 
bow each other choir fashion, and then walk slowly 
their seats. They attend Mass they were choir, 
bigger boy acting leader. They stand sit kneel 
according the normal rubrics. They are asked watch 
the priest and servers closely, and tell what they saw 
class discussion next day. Through successive obser- 
vations cover the whole Mass and give them some- 
thing start upon their learning the Latin and the 
service the altar. 


Class-drama the Mass 


most our schools have class-drama the 
Mass one Friday each month. class-service. 
There audience. The table-altar placed suit- 
able position. The class stand around the walls. Each 
child comes the table, does whatever appointed 
him, recites his part, and then passes and stands behind 
the last child the class. The class moves around the 
room until each pupil gets part. Beginning again, 
continues until the drama finished. 

Each month different part assigned different 
pupils. The more important parts are given rewards 
for progress class, the best boy for the month has 
the honour donning the vestments. That honour 
voted the class. There was keen rivalry win it. The 
pupils are anxious retain the big parts, and feel the loss 
important part very much. 

Each child writes his own part. For example, his 
first act carry the altar stone, goes his text- 
book, “The Sacrifice the Mass,” and writes short 
paragraph summarizing the matter there. does the 
same for the “step” the Mass, the Creed, which 
falls his lot. The pupils learn their parts outside 
class time. The first month’s trial requires practice each 
week, and the end the month the class moves 
through without hitch. After the first month there 
need further rehearsals. Each child brings copy 
his part with him, which consults the first mistake. 
course they are all keen dispensing with the copy, 


and there healthy rivalry between the boys and girls 
the first dispense with the copy. 

form drill work which has interest for the 
child. The teacher sits quietly and listens. She the 
audience. There are interruptions the exercise, and 
consequently nothing interferes with the learning process. 
runs smoothly on, jerks stoppages which may 
allow other associations formed that may hinder the 
learning process. Attention intent. The child reciting 
becomes the cynosure all eyes. 

The pupils are learning all the other parts well 
becoming perfect their own. Each pupil expected 
record the whole exercise his Mass-book. en- 
couraged make personal summarizing. The story- 
content enriched pictures, extracts, diagrams and 
personal comments. This objective-teaching the Mass 
has borne fruit. Pastors and teachers agree that has 
made the children very curious about the Mass. fact, 
too curious, according one Pastor, who charged us:

The 
children love the method. Some pastors condemn the 
method because leads irreverence. has been auoted 
against the method that the French people’s irreligion 
was due playing with altar models children. Our 
altar never toy. The only irreverence have seen 
came from adults who made great joke the models. 
They are jokes the children, but matters earnest 
consideration. one occasion accidentally overheard 
remark from child this stage which came 
great encouragement with the idea. were 
conducting object-lesson the Mass, and course 
blended examination with the lesson. seemed 
painless extraction. The examination finished, 
were preparing go, when the remark came floating 
through the excited chatter the children: ‘Oh, Sister, 
isn’t Father McMahon mad about the Mass, and doesn’t 
make you mad about another occasion 
questioned one the alumni, having left school some 
three years, about the enduring fruits the Christian 
Doctrine class.

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THE TREND TEACHER TRAINING 
Rev. Sylvester Schmitz, O.S.B.

Keep mind that have intention discour- 
age teachers from working toward bachelor’s de- 
gree. ready defend the thesis that our 
Teaching Sisters should work for degrees. would 
not maintain, however, that all the Sisters now 
service should strive toward that goal. would not 
even advocate that all those teachers who have 
been taking in-service training one kind 
another should continue that direction. Many 
the Sisters now entertaining such ambitions are far 
too advanced years profit appreciably from 
such work. Many others are not capable endur- 
ing the physical and mental strain which continual 
study and teaching effort entail. For the reasons 
enumerated above, would far better for many 
those Sisters, for the communities they represent 
well for the general health and efficiency 
the Catholic teaching personnel, they would dis- 
continue in-service training entirely pursue 
only rarely and with prudent moderation, relinquish- 
ing forever all ambitions for degrees. More 
cally, claim that sisters who have not completed 
full two year normal course should not permitted 
undertake purely academic courses in-service 
methods except cases where tney have been 
definitely set aside for teaching the high school. 

regards those teachers who have completed 
two year normal course and are physically and 
mentally able pursue further studies, but who are 
likely continue teaching the elementary 
would seriously question the value any indis- 
criminate bachelor’s degree which usually requires 
concentration upon and specialization one two 
purely academic subjects. Why not have these 
teachers pursue course studies which closely 
correlated with the actual work teaching the 
elementary grades and which the same time will 
lead degree? other words, why not plan 
four year program studies for prospective elemen- 
tary school teachers, arranging the courses such 
way that aiter completing the program 
outlined for the first two years, the students could 
enter upon actual teaching service and the same 
time continue in-service methods the courses pre- 
scribed for the last two years? The courses making 
the curriculum the last two years would 
advanced nature and designed further im- 
prove the professional equipment the teacher for 
the teaching activities required the elementary 
school. Prescinding from tne fact that there would 
loss time credit would the case 
when working for purely academic degree—since 
some the work done the normal school may not 
accepted toward purely academic 
would the added advantage that all courses 
summer schools and extension methods would

would step farther and say that these teach- 
ers should follow out program studies that has 
for its immediate object the preparation teachers 
for SPECIFIC TYPE TEACHING THE 
ELEMENTARY SCHOOL. The implication here 
that there should four year curriculum de- 
signed train teachers for the primary grades, an- 
other, for teachers the intermediate grades, and 
still another for those contemplating grammar grade 
junior high school teaching. Briefly stated, teach- 
training should differentiated the basis 
future professional service the elementary school. 


realize that such suggestion may appear both 
startling and untimely many Catholic educators 
who are not familiar with the recent transformation 
which teacher training the United States has 
undergone. Expert opinion supported educa- 
tional practice practically unanimous that such 
differentiation teacher training essential 
meet modern educational needs. impossible 
here point out the psychological principles and 
facts upon which the idea specialized and differ- 
entiated preparation teachers based. have 
given this topic extensive treatment the book, 
THE ADJUSTMENT TEACHER TRAIN- 
ING MODERN EDUCATIONAL NEEDS, 
which will come from the Abbey Student Press dur- 
ing the course the next few weeks. Suffice 
say here that, whether consider the physical, 
psychical, mental, moral educational life the 
child, significant changes are discernible differ- 
ent age levels and must receive consideration the 
child secure the best that progressive edu- 
cation has offer. the child eleven years 
differs many phases child life from the child 
eight years, seems but natural that different 
types teaching are required these age levels. 
Consequently, teacher training should based 
definite field professional work. Such the under- 
lying principle differentiated teacher training. 


That such differentiation practically unknown 
Catholic teacher training is, unfortunately, too 
true. But that such program not untimely both 
from the standpoint teacher shortage and 
Catholic teacher training facilities, feel that 
able show. 


From study more than 10,000 teachers em- 
ployed the Catholic schools, found that least 
per cent the communities represented this 
group teachers are position adopt the 
suggestion made above and introduce four year 
differentiated curricula for the training their 
teachers. additional per cent the communi- 
ties could adopt such program with some modifi- 
cations the amount pre-service training. 
Differentiated curricula can operated with but 
slight addition the faculty required operate 
single general curriculum. cannot here give the 
details showing how this can done. This phase 
the program has been treated the book re- 
ferred above. 
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may come surprise many learn that 
well trained and experienced Catholic teachers are 
convinced the necessity such differentiation 
teacher training. Some months ago, sent ques- 
tionnaires 250 well trained Religious teachers 
representing different types teaching the ele- 
mentary school. far tne majority (91 per cent) 
those replying stated that such differentiation 
essential. Many the replies were emphatically 
affirmative. 


Reference was made earlier paragraph the 
transformation that has taken place recent years 
the teacher training policies the United States. 
will pertinent here dwell somewhat the 
trend teacher training for the American public 
scnools. begin with, many radical changes have 
taken place. Not the least important these the 
fact that the normal school yesterday has become 
the teachers college today. complete transfor- 
mation has taken place both regards the organi- 
zation and the function the normal school. 
Brown, writing this point, says: “Throughout 
tae nation the state normal school yesterday has 
become the college today and has en- 
tered the field higher education. The elevation 
the state normal school the rank college 
represents great expansion the original concep- 
tion the normal school.” (Ed. Admin. and Super- 
vision, XII, 1926.) Regarding the change ob- 
jectives, Rainey writes: “Normal schools have gone 
transformation period within recent years 
with respect the objectives for which they were 
organized. Whereas the past, their activities 
were confined almost entirely the training ele- 
mentary and rural teachers, they are now enlarg- 
ing their purpose and extending their program 
all fields teaching.” (Ed. Adm. and Supervision, 
XI, 1925.) 

The extent which true seen noting 
the fact that 1918 there were only State 
Normal Schools offering four year course beyond 
the high school, whereas, 1926, there were such 
institutions classified teacher colleges and grant- 
ing degrees. These institutions are distributed over 
more than states and some educators maintain 
that within another decade scarcely normal school 
city training school for teachers will exist 
which has not been made degree granting teachers 
college. 

Intimately connected with the transition the 
normal school the teachers college was the prob- 
lem the curriculum. The old two year general 
curriculum designed prepare teachers for the ele- 
mentary had served its day. was longer 
suited the new character, organization and pur- 
pose the teachers college. The original normal 
school was born isolation. was developed 
isolation. was independent form school or- 
ganization. traditional curriculum had been 
worked out meet the needs teachers for the 
elementary schools regardless what was being 
done the rest the educational world. But now 
that these schools have entered the field higher 
education, now that many their graduates are 
clamoring for admission into standard graduate 
schools, they must take cognizance the standards 
these institutions higher learning and develop 
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their curricula accordingly. the present time, 
educational experts are beginning evolve new 
programs and curricula which give promise plac- 
ing the professional preparation teachers 
much higher plane. These new curricula are based 
specialization. They are built the theory that 
there are distinct types teaching the elementary 
school for which specialized training essential. 
recent study the courses studies offered 
these newly created teachers colleges shows that 
the majority them are making distinction the 
preparation teachers for different levels pro- 
fessional work. Although there still some uncer- 
tainty regards the extent the differentiation 
that should made, there fairly definite agree- 
ment that differentiation should made for such 
fields primary grade teaching, intermediate 
grades, grammar grades junior high school, and 
rural school teaching. 

The transition the normal school into teachers 
colleges together with organized efforts made 
standardize and improve upon the quality teacher 
training led the formulation standards for teach- 
ers colleges which were adopted the American 
Association Teachers Colleges 1926. im- 
portant for those interested Catholic teacher train- 
ing become familiar with those standards. Un- 
fortunately, cannot dwell upon this topic this 
paper. discussion these standards appears 
the book have mentioned above. 


worthy mention that the movement toward 
improved and specialized training teachers for the 
elementary school has already had its influence 
State Departments Education. The Education 
Department the State Pennsylvania has al- 
ready prescribed certain differentiated curricula for 
the state professional training institutions and has 
modified the requirements for certain certificates 
the basis such specialized training. Quite num- 
ber states have recent years increased the 
amount professional and institutional training 
required obtain certain certificates. the spe- 
cialized curricula become more stabilized and the 
graduates from the teachers colleges become more 
numerous, the inevitable result will that State 
Departments generally will begin incorporate 
differentiated training their requirements for cer- 
tain certificates. 

the light these facts, obviously impera- 
tive that Catholic educators take cognizance this 
nation wide movement toward improved methods 
teacher training, and adopt measures whereby spe- 
cialized bachelor’s degree can 
provided for the teachers the Catholic cle- 
mentary 

would not maintain that for Cath- 
olic education adopt the standards proposed 
the American Association Teachers Colleges. But 
claim that, hope maintain high level 
efficiency our Catholic schools comparable 
that contemplated the public schools the in- 
troduction these improved methods, have 
duty investigate the recent trend the training 
teachers for tne American Public Schools, and 
study the standards for teachers colleges recently 
adopted. claim, furthermore, that not 
decide adopt these standards toto, then least 
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should propose and adopt suitable and equiva- 
lent standards our own. must stan- 
dardize our own institutions for the-training 
teachers others will standardize them for us. 

prompted take this position because, after 
careful study the Religious normal schools, 
convinced that the type training offered 
many tnese institutions does not measure 
the present day requirements. have studied the 
curricular offerings scores these normal 
schools, their library equipment and their training 
school facilities, the qualifications their teaching 
personnel and numerous other problems connected 
with the training teachers. some cases made 
personal visits institutions and had conferences 
with the nead the training department. The find- 
ings revealed that very few the Religious normal 
schools the country are making any attempt 
differentiate the training teachers for different 
types teaching the elementary school. The 
institutions actually providing such training are 
mostly located Pennsylvania where the State 
Department Education has already adopted 
definite policy with regard this matter. The 
other normal schools still adhere the traditional 
two year, general curriculum designed prepare 
teachers for any and all types teaching the 
elementary school. Even this curriculum many 
cases was unsatisfactory and out harmony with 
the commonly recognized objectives and functions 
the normal school. The tendency give courses 
strictly academic character the most conspicuous 
place the curriculum was very much evidence. 
One school, for example, required the sem- 
ester hours credit the regular two year normal 
course foreign languages, not speak 
other purely academic courses that were likewise 
demanded. all the courses offered the dif- 
ferent normal schools included the study, not 
single one was common them all, showing that 
there lack uniformity regards the essential 
elements teacher preparation. Less than half 
the schools devote any time and attention such 
courses Educational Tests and Measurements, 
Mental Measurements and other courses which are 
now recognized essential elements the pro- 
fessional equipment the teacher. Strangely 
enough, less than half these institutions are of- 
fering courses Religion. The practical training 
provided was not only insufficient amount but 
likewise unsatisfactory the method adminis- 
tration. The library equipment many cases 
entirely inadequate for the type instruction wnich 
normal schools doing work college level should 
All facts considered, there great need for 
re-organization, standardization and adjustment 
our teacher training modern educational needs. 

SUM UP: methods teacher 
training have taken tremendous growth during 
the past decade and now hold place our teacher 
training program that out all proportion the 
benefits that are likely result therefrom. The 
courses usually pursued such metnods are large- 
academic character and such are not 
keeping with the type training required for teach- 
ers who will devote the greater part their lives 
teaching the elementary school.

came know them, wrote enthusiastically about the 
Sisters.

stirred the pity the world. When, after all was over, 
and the Sisters were leaving, Miss Nightingale wrote 
Mother Superior, “Your going home the greatest blow 
yet, but God’s blessing and all love and gratitude 
with you, you well know.” the end her letter she 
said, cannot express you, dear Reverend Mother, the 
gratitude which and the whole country feel you for 
your goodness. You have been one our chief main- 
stays, and without you not know what would have 
become the work. With love all Sisters, believe 
me, dear Reverend Mother. Ever yours affectionately, 
Florence Nightingale.” 

When the peace came, 1856, and the Mother Superior 
the Sisters, shattered health, but also with impera- 
tive duties home England calling her where the poor 
were suffering much after the war, had hurry back 
her daughters there, she left the word behind, “Work 
away merrily.” Florence Nightingale wrote her fare- 
well letter: 

“You know that shall everything can for the 
Sisters whom you have left me. will care for them 
they were children. But will not like you. 
not presume express praise gratitude you, 
Rev. Mother, because would look though thought 
you had done this work, not unto God, but unto me. You 
were far above fitness for the general superintenden- 
cy, worldly talent administration, and far more 
the spiritual qualifications which God values Superior; 
being placed over you was misfortune, not 
fault. What you have done for the work one can ever 
say. not presume give you any other tribute but 
tears. But should glad that the Bishop South- 
wark should know, and Dr. Manning, that you were valued 
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here you deserve, and that the gratitude the army 

Florence Nightingale manifestly realized the wonderful 
spirit that the religious life gives the Sisters, once she 
had come intimate contact with it. Anyone who knows 
her letters and notes the care the poor, her 
the management hospitals and the training 
nurses, likely feel that few women have ever under- 
stood women and their relation the social problems 
better than Florence Nightingale. She was wonderfu!

Keen and, the whole, benevolent 
critics our days tell that religion does not occupy 
modern life the place ought occupy.

Between life and 
religion estrangement has set in, which some cases 
actually amounts real divorce. This modern phen- 
omenon progressive alienation between religion and 
life rightly arouses concern and even causes alarm.

Let see what processes thought 
prompted academic cireles advance the claim for 
reform our methods religious instruction. was 
the painful contrast existing between the new ways 
teaching other subjects and the old ways still clung 
the religious teacher that stirred the ire the 
professional pedagogue. Rightly so, for the face 
nothing can more absurd than that the religious teacher 
should tenaciously adhere methods that had long since 
been discarded every other department human learn- 
ing.

Vhy this sad state backwardness religious peda- 
gogy? Why should religious education not benefited 
the progress experimental psychology which con- 
tributed much the simplification the teaching pro- 
cess? These questions were but too justified and the im- 
patience the pedagogue can easily understood. The 
slowness the religious teacher adopting modern 
methods, however, can psychologically accounted for, 
though cannot entirely justified. The nature the 
subject which teaches has inherent tendency 
render the religious teacher conservative and cautious. 
Newness something avoided where religion 
concerned. religion the old traditional the true. 
Very readily the teacher transfers that which belongs 
the matter also the method. begins think that 
since the matter must not change the method also should 
partake this immutability. Hence, resents all attacks 
the traditional method, regarding unchangeable 
the matter itself. course, doing completely 
forgets that the particular method happens using 
has been borrowed from the pedogogy the times and 
that there absolutely nothing immutable about it. All 
teaching methods are human origin and have par- 
ticular divine sanction. They may, therefore, discarded 
when they longer prove useful and when have found 
something better take their place. Another reason for 
the indifference, even hostility, towards the newer ed- 
ucational methods the undeniable fact that they were 
frequently associated with anti-religious implications. 
Many them originated the soil materialistic 
psychology and are set forth against the background 
non-Christian philosophy. Naturally, this would render 
them suspect the eyes the religious teacher and 
dampen his enthusiasm for them. Also must admit 
that these new methods not unfrequently were cham- 
pioned manner calculated arouse antagonism. 
These facts explain the conservatism the religious 
This conservatism now must yield insight and 
openmindedness. must detach the useful modern 
methods from their objectionable psychological phil- 
osophical background and apply them the teaching 
religion. The teaching religion not inextricably in- 
terwoven with any method and can separate religion 
from the traditional teaching method without danger 
the subject itself. 

fact, the present method teaching religion itself 
child its time. was born intellectualistic age 
and patently affected the intellectualistic taint. In- 
tellectualism written all over it. Quite strange seems 
that took long realize this. Now, however, 
since have last realized this fact, there remains 
room for one conclusion only, and that is: This onesidely 
intellectualistic method teaching religion must and 
give place method that more harmony with the 
nature religion and the exigencies practical life. 
More accord with the subject, for religion not merely 
thing the intellect. intellectualistic method can 
full justice it. More accord with the exigencies 
life, for these demand that religion made vital and 
dynamic factor life, which again merely intellectual- 
istic method can acommplish. The method which re- 
ligion taught must the same time grow out 
religion and life. method such comprehensiveness 
just little too big accurately described any 
label. will lay under contribution the various existing 


methods and borrow from them whatever suits its pur- 
This method though has much common with 
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the socalled accomplishment self activity method can- 
not completely indentified with it; since life more 
extensive than work, accomplishment and self activity. 
The basic principle this method, which set forth 
Dr. Henry Kautz (Neubau des katho- 
lischen Religionunterrichtes), that religion must 
taught such manner that immediately takes hold 
the entire human being and becomes transformed into 
experience and doing. quite apparent that this 
method means repudiation the intellectualistic method. 


recognizes the fact that religion best learned 
doing and practicing, and that one might intellectually grasp all the 
truths religion without the least being religious. the pedagog- 
ical equivalent the beautiful words Thomas Kempis: “He then 
who would understand the words Christ fully and with relish, must 
endeavor conform his whole life that Christ. What doth avail 
thee discuss subtle questions concerning the Holy Trinity, thou 
lackest humility, and thus displeasest the Trinity? I had rather feel 
compunction than know its definition.”

College Students and Success 

Why college? -It certainly seems regarded 
this age the thing do, for those who can afford 
it. Never were there many colleges and never such 
large enrollments students there are today. 
the reason for going college, however, opinions seem 
differ. 

This was not always so—at least not the extent ob- 
servable present. older times there were 
colleges individuals among the student body who 
frittered away their time, but formerly these were excep- 
tional. would have been hardy votary frivolity 
those days who would have confessed the belief that 
one goes college primarily for object other than 
the pursuit learning. The college was place for 
study. 

this age there are collegians not ashamed avow 
that they are college largely for the purpose hav- 
ing good time. Nor this idea the purpose col- 
lege altogether confined the young. Parents have been 
known observe that they send their children college 
not much for the acquisition literary culture for 
the attainment social qualifications and the purpose 
forming friendships that will practically useful them 
later years. 

Many are the institutions higher learning where faith- 
ful plodders are referred their fellow students 
terms reproach because they habitually make study 
their first concern, instead being chiefly interested 
what are known “student activities.” Not few are 
the students who pursue the real business college fur- 
tively rather than incur the stigma “grind” 

For long time the paradoxical assertion has gone un- 
challenged that not the students who devote their 
college years learning, but the “good mixers”, the 
chaps who for popularity, that gain the prizes 
later life. Professor Hugh Allen Smith the University 
Wisconsin has undertaken subject this assertion 
the test statistics. His conclusion that the assertion 
utterly fallacious—that the world’s rewards col- 
lege students who study, not those who waste their 
time. 

declares that each fifteen honor graduates four- 
teen have attained success marked degree, while but 
one forty-six the graduates below the honor men 
has been equally successful. has reached the further 
conclusion that “if student belongs the highest tenth 
his class, general the group marked excellent, his 


chances achieving career life distinguished the 


approval his fellow men are forty times great 
they are, the average, belongs the lower 
tenths.”

And can put 
work. just susceptible the finer appreciations 
his sister and has addition the constructive facul- 
ty. Everything for our boys are doing tor 
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the future position the Church. 
with vision, much the tediousness 
educational labor will dissipated 
the response given the present 
and the hope have for the future.

How Study 

Professor McMurry, his book 
“How Study”, moralizes the 
fact that questionnaire teachers 
undertaken for the purpose gath- 
ering their ideas that subject re- 
sulted the discovery that sadly 
large number them seemed think 
memorizing the contents volume 
synonymous with studying it. Only 
few there were who reported that 
the method they pursued was dis- 
cover the main thought, and then 
look for the principal arguments 
which the main thought was support- 
ed, and finally think about the 
whole. The serious student, equip- 
ped with facilities, goes further than 
that. endeavors make com- 
parison authorities, pursue in- 
vestigations into other volumes than 
the one immediately hand, for the 
purpose testing statements which 
seem doubtful are insufficient 
satisfy his desire fuller knowledge. 
When has gathered all the facts 
available, proceeds fix them 
his memory, and co-ordinate them 
with other facts derived from his pre- 
vious reading from 
experience and observation—in other 
words, master the subject far 
can, and make his own. That 
the student’s way studying, and 
the right way. consumes 
time, necessitates labor, 
achieves results that amply repay the 
cost. 

earlier writer than Professor 
McMurry observed: are five 
eminent means whereby the mind 
improved the knowledge things, 
and these are Observation, Reading, 
Instruction Lectures, Conversa- 
tion, and Meditation; which last, 
most peculiar manner, denominated 
Study.” According this prescrip- 
tion, the essence study medita- 
tion. The fuller the preparation for 
meditating upon subject, the more 
valuable will the reward, after mak- 
ing due allowance, course, for the 
differences between thinkers depend- 


ing upon differences their natural 


powers. 

may worth while consider 
briefly the advantages derived from 
each the five methods which 
study pursued, and consider 
their respective limitations. Observa- 
tion the notice take what 
goes about us. All which see, 
hear feel, which perceive 
sense consciousness, which 
know direct manner, with scarce- 
any exercise our reflecting fa- 
culties, our reasoning powers, may 
included under the general name 
observation. Sometimes, how- 
ever, our senses deceive us, when 
sitting railway car station 
and seeing another car 
motion, while fact are standing 
Moreover, there are many

books contain most the folly 
well most the wisdom the 
world, and while knowledge may 
gained reading, thinking upon 
what read essential separate 
the wheat from the chaff.

lags, and certain passages may ob- 
scure the understanding. good 
lecturer, the other hand, keeps his 
audience alert throughout his dis- 
course, and the arts oratory 
lays emphasis what important, 
that not likely missed. 
But when has finished, what has 

said cannot referred for refresh- 
ment the memory, the case 
with book. 

conversation, one may propose 
his doubts and difficulties, 
cleared they arise; may ask 
for fuller information, and receive 
while the desire for fresh. 
may also add his contribution the 
matter under discussion, enhancing 
its interest and tending fix the 
whole subject unforgettably 
mind. Conversation its best 
wonderful sharpener and improver 
the mental powers. 

But meditation must superadded 
the other methods study, for 
perfect the benefit what gather 
from observing and reading and at- 
tending upon lectures and participat- 
ing conversation essential that 
should engage reflection. 

Let one disinclined toward 
study consciousness that others 
have keener intellect than himself. 
The more feels deficiency that 
regard, the greater should his de- 
termination make for the lack 
assiduous endeavor. Let him re- 
member the declaration Cicero that 
“more men are ennobled study 
than nature.” Does study appear 
irksome?. that case, reflect upon 
the testimony Addison: “Our de- 
light any particular study, art 
science rises and improves propor- 
tion the application which be- 
stow upon it. Thus, what was 
first exercise becomes length 
entertainment.” 


Teachers and Salaries 

the Twenty-first Annual Report 
the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement Teaching, the Presi- 
dent the Foundation, Dr. Henry 
Pritchett, devotes space consid- 
eration the subject teachers’ sal- 
aries, and arrives the conclusion 
that “if college professors today could 
paid $25,000 $50,000 year, in- 
stead $5,000 $10,000, would 
not result filling the colleges and 
universities with supermen teach- 
ing and research. 

goes assert that there has 
been always disparity between the 
financial rewards teaching and 
those business life, and continues: 

“The rewards the average teach- 
are paid not money but the 
intellectual satisfaction teaching 
and research, the fellowship culti- 
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vated colleagues, and the companion- 
ship young minds and young 
hearts. The great majority teach- 
ers never get beyond the stage where 
they and their families must con- 
tent with modest, and oftentimes 
precarious, living.” 

goes show, however, that 
teachers’ salaries the present time 
indicate better appreciation the 
services which teachers render the 
community than was the case com- 
paratively few years ago. The report 
states that between 1913 and 1925 
salaries paid professors institu- 
tions associated with the Carnegie 
Foundation doubled. Over the same 
period the cost living rose only 
about per cent. Thus these teach- 
ers are about one-third better off than 
they were 1913. Between 1914 and 
1925 the salaries senior high school 
teachers advanced per cent, and 
those junior high school teachers 
125 per cent. generalizations 
from these figures might easily 
misleading, but the fact probably 
that the beginning the period 
comparison the junior high school 
teachers were more obviously under- 
paid than the seniors.

Although commendable for sisters work 
for degrees, much the work taken the past 
with goal view questionable because 
lacking definite co-ordination with specific, desir- 
able goals attainment. Consequent upon the un- 
paralleled progress made educational science 
recent years, expert opinion now practically unan- 
imous maintaining the view that differentiated 
teacher training essential. The state normal schools are 
rapidly being transformed into teachers colleges and are 
operating four year specialized curricula leading bach- 
elor’s degree. One State Department has already taken 
cognizance this modern trend teacher training their 
requirements for teachers’ certificates. Other states are 
likely adopt similar course action the near 
future. 

The Religious normal schools have not kept pace with 
this movement. The majority them are still operating 
the traditional, two year general curriculum, and even this 
many cases clearly out harmony with the future 
professional work the prospective teacher. general, 
the curricular offerings these normal schools show 
striking lack uniformity regarding essential courses, and 
oftentimes the provisions for the practical training can- 
didate teachers are inadequate. The impression received 
from the study the Religious normal schools and the 
courses they are offering was that, many cases, junior 
college work confused with normal school work. 

Associating this impression with the statement previ- 
ously made regarding the courses pursued in-service 
methods, one forced the conclusion that our teacher 
training program woefully lacking definite and desir- 
able goals attainment and out harmony with modern 
educational progress.
